THE rjSttOITA Z.AKX MUBDEIt.

Th Pelloe Pari lare Thar Knew Wha Killed
Btmer B. Banner.

If there were any doubt before there I cer-
tainly none now that the victim of the murder
at Verona Lake, In West Orange township,
N. J., is Elmer H. Renner, who was formerly
employed In R. G. Solomon'a tannery In New-

ark aa an assistant to Engineer Louis Ricb,
who identified tho body on Friday afternoon.
Yesterday several friends ot Renner were found
and taken to the Morgue, where they unhosl-tatlngl- y

Identified the corpse Meanwhile the
pollco were In search of Rennet's wlfo. They
finally found her at 212 Morris and Essex Rail-

road avenue, where Renner lived previous to
his leaving homo three weeks ago.

She would not go to the Morgue to identify
the body, but she identified the hat as one which
her husband purebnsed at Moore's hat stote,
whero she and Louis Rich accompanied him.
Sho recognized a ploco of cloth cut from ber
husband's trousers and the shoes he wore, tell-

ing whero they were purchased and tho price
paid. Thomas Peabody, the man who sold the
shoes, Bald that sho was right. The police
closed Mrs. Renner's mouth in some manner,
but not until she had told one reporter that she
had boen informed that ber husband had been
positively Identified and showed him a picture
of tho man taken some time ago in tbo costume
ana attitude of a prlzo fighter. Sbe said that her
husband left homo three weeks ago to goto
Lake Hopatcong. where he wanted to build a
boat. He told her bofore ho left that he had a
quarrel with his partner In tbe project, and
that tho boat building was oft, but that he
would go to the lake anyway.

The police feel sure that tney know the mur-
derer now. but are not hopeful about catcnlng
blm, as he left Newark three days ago. They
will not tell whom tbey suspect, and nothing
can be dragged out of the county officers about
the matter except that there is no longer 'any
doubt about who the murdered man Is.

Ono of Mrs. Renner's neighbors said Tester-dayjlh-

Renner was a particular man. ana when
away from Nowark was in the habit otreturn-ln- g

every week for clean garments, and that
his wlfo was greatly alarmed when he had been
gone over two weeks. Ho was last home three
weeks ago and where he spent the
time Intervening between that dnv and tho
day bo was killed haa not boen ascertained rot.
The doctors are sure that the man was not
dead more than three days before the body waa
found, which was a week ago Friday.

Mrs. Margaret E. Cody,
the prime mover In tbo unsuccessful attempt to
prove that Mrs. Sarah Ann Angel of Champlatn,
Clinton county, N. Y., was married to the late
Jay Gould In April, 1853, and that Mrs. John
Pierce of Rock: Springs, Wy was the Issue of
that marriage, was brought hero this afternoon
from Now York city by District Attorney's Of-

ficer Wood and was lodged in tbe Albany Jail.
She will be arraigned before Supreme Court
Justice Fursman on Monday morning to plead
to tbe two indictments for blackmail found
acalnst ber by tbe Grand Jury on the complaint
of George J. Gonld and Mlsa Helen Gould.

Mrs. Cody will plead not guilty, and ber trial
will como on In the county court In Juno before
Judgo Clifford D. Gregory. Sbe has not yet re-

tained n lawyer, and has no Idea which way to
turn tor aid. Sbe Is over GO years of ago. Just
bow much over she does not know. She Is con-
fined In a largo room on the second
floor of tho Jail, not a black away from
the boarding house where she lived when sho
wrote the two letters to tba Goulds on which
the blackmailing charges are based. When seen
by Tun Burr correspondent she was
crying and in a frantic state of mind. She
was particularly indignant that ahe ahould
bo confined In such quarters. Sbe said
she was an aunt of Buffalo Bill and
tbat she had taken care of blm at her home In
Western Missouri when bo waa between 10 and
10 yeara of age. She said she could expect no
help from blm now, us tbey have not been
friondly in recent years. Mrs. Cody's home
lately has been in Denver, nnd she went to New
York a fen days ago to arrange to sail for Eng-
land and look alter an estate there. She says
she haa been engaged to care tor tbe Interests of
an American heir,

"lam innocent of tbia charge ot blackmail,"
aha said, "andhave the necessary papers from
Mrs. Plorco to provo the sincerity of my asser-
tion."

London May 14. Tits Bun'b Rome corre-
spondent telegraph that tbe worst ot tb
trouble Is believed to be over. Even the revo-
lutionary leaders, most of whom are now In
Snltferland, are urging their followers to alow
down; and as the leaders show no disposition to
take a share In the risks ot the Insurrection
their advice will the more readily be followed.

It cannot b denied that the situation at the
beginning of the week was rery serious for
King Humbert and his dynasty, and If the Re-

publican chiefs bad resitted Instead of bolting
aorots the frontier at the first danger of arrest
the revolution would have been successful for a
tlrao at any rata.

One promising feature for King Humbert and
Italy haa been the efilclenoy, courage, and disci-

pline ot the army In a crisis which waa calcu-

lated to test the best qualities of tho best Conti-

nental troops. Premier Rudlnl may not be a
first-clas- s statesman, but be has groat courage
and some discernment. He quickly saw that
the crisis was one for the military to deal with,
and at hla auggestlon martial law waa pro-

claimed and the work ot suppressing the rerolt
was handed over to the War Department,

Three weeks ago 210,000 troop wore serving
throughout Italy, s of them on the
frontiers. Since then there have been called
out 80,000 bf the 1878 class ot reservists, 09,000
of the 1872 class, 20,000 of the 1874 class,
10,000 of the engineer and railroad corps,
2S.000 carablnlerl, and 10,000 cavalry. The
total now with the color Is 420,000 men. The
strain on tbe War Department baa been great,
but the organization haa withstood it well. It
is generally believed that tbe Government will
hare to nek nn extraordinary credit of 10,000,-00- 0

lire, but some peoplo think the cost will be
cheap as a demonstration ot the efficiency of
the Italian military organization, at which some
Continental critics haro lately been disposed to
sneer.

Another matter which has given much satis-
faction to King Humbert and the Italian Gov-
ernment Is the manner In which the middle
classes have rallied around tbe throno. From
every city and town of any size como offers to
form volunteer corps, and old soldiers upon
whom there is no legal call have eagerly prof-

fered their services.
These are the consolations to be set against

tho awful waste of human lifo and property
wbloh the rising entailed. ' The lattor must be
estimated nt many millions of lire. Tbe forinor
appears to have been grossly exaggerated by
Irresponsible correspondents. The figures are
shocking enough, In all conscience. Tho follow-
ing figures were gathered by tbe military and
raunlcipul authorities and sent to Rorno. where
they hnre not yet been published.

At Milan 270 persons wero killed, including
twenty-sove- n obtldren and four women, Threo
hundred persons wero wounded. The troops en-

gaged against the rioters at Milan lost sixty-thre- e

killed and 103 woundod. Six hundred Milanese
rioters aro now in prison. Their trial br the,
military courts has begun. Nqtrly 5,000 other
rioters In various parts of the country are
similarly sltuatod. Over 300 Republican and
Socialist clubs have been dissolved by legal
process, and tbe leading members will be prose-
cuted for the crime ot Inciting hatred between
tho classes and provoking disorder.

That indictment sums up tbe wholo thing.
These bread riots were originally or-

ganized by Republicans. The rising degoncratod
Into an anarchical revolt against society. It
bad no more to do with tho scarcity of food than
had the Chicago murders years ago. Mr. Loiter
may therefore rest easy and complete bis deal
without fear that he la responsible for thla ter-
rible outpouring ot Italian blood.

Premier Rudlnl said to ms yesterday: " Italy
has had a taste ot what other European coun
tries, particularly France and Austria, will ex-

perience sooner or later unless they make up
their minds to bid defiance to the red spectre."

I am sanding this despatch across tho fron-
tier.

The exodus ot Americans nnd other foreigners
from Italy during tbe past week put a hoary tax
upon tbe capacity of tho railroads, which wero
also burdened with tho transport of large bodies
ot troops. Tbe hotels of Paris, the Riviera, and
Swltxerlund are thronged with these fugitives.

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After holding the case for about four months,
the Court of Appeals on Tuesday decided
the Btaten Island election controversy which
Involves tbe tltlo to tba oillco of President of
tho borough ot Richmond, The parties In in-

terest aro Dr. John L. Feeny, Democrat, and
Mr. George Cromwell, Republican, and the
oaso turned upon tho question whether certain
ballots should or should not bo oonnted under
the provisions ot tho Election law. The first
hearing took place at a Sposlal Term otthe
Supremo Court held at White Plain by Mr.
Justice Dykman, and the vlow which he too
ot the disputed ballot gave Feeny three ma-
jority In the borough. His decision waa re-

viewed In Brooklyn late In December by tho
Appellate Division, which spent nearly three
days In examining and passing upon tho bal-

lots In controversy, and finally directed a count
which would give a majority of seventeon to
Cromwell. An appeal was then taken to the
Court ot Appeals and argued In January. Judge
Martin ot that court thought that the cose was
not appealable and refused to pas upon the
questions Involved. Judges Vaun and Edward
T. Bartlett agroed with him, but, as a majority
ot th court acemel the order appealable, they
consented to vote upon tho merits. Six ot the
Judges, therefore, reviewed the ballot which
had been considered at the Special Term and
In tbs Appellate Division. As to tbe proper
disposition ot these ballots, however, they were
unable to agree, tbe vote standing four to two.
The majority voted to modify the decision of
the Appellate Division in soma respecta and
affirm it as modified. In accordance with an
opinion written by Judge Gray. Judge O'Brien
wrote an opinion In favor ot greater modifica-
tions, and Chief Judge Parker concurred with
him. Without a caroful analysis of the direc-
tions contained In Judge Gray's opinion. It Is
Impossible to say bow the count will result.

Tbe Benata Commltteo on tho District of Co-

lumbia haa mado a favorable report upon tbe
proposed Negotiable Instruments law for tbe
-t- strlct, which was passed Dy the Houso of Rep-

resentatives on the 14th of March. This bill 1

the codification of the law relating to nego-

tiable instruments which war recommended for
adoption by tbo commissioners to promote uni-
formity of legislation throughout the Union,
who represent thirty ot tho States. It is aptly
described as an Americanized form of th
English bills ot exchange act and was dratted
by Mr. John J. Crawford of the Now York bar.
The measure Is already on tbe statute book In
New York, Colorado, Now Jersey, Florida, Vir-
ginia, Maryland, and Wyoming.

The United States Circuit Court of Appeal
in this city has refused to Interfere with tho or-

der ot Judgo Lacombe denying a motion for an
injunotlon to restrain the Collector ot the Port
from destroying certain teas tho Importation ot
which Is forbidden by tho act ot Congress passed
In 1897. and entitled, "An act to prevent the Im-

portation ot impure and unwholcsomo tea," Tbia
statute empowers tho Secretary of the Treasury
to establish uniform standarda.of tho purity and
quality of all kinds of teas and their fitness for
consumption, and provides for tho exportation
of such teus brought to tbia country as shall not
conform to the prescribed standards within six
months after a final examination thereof. In
case tbey are not exported within this period,
It is made tbe duty of the Collector to destroy
thom. The constitutionality of the act Is ques-
tioned by many American tea merchants, and it
will be tested by an appeal to the Supreme Court
of the United States from the decision of tbe
Circuit Court of Appeals.

Congress may learn a lesson In economy from
the judgment just recovered against the United
States In this city by John W. Jacobus for his
fees and expenses as Marshal in conveying six
Chinamen to tho l'aclflo coast to be returned
from San Francisco to China, Tno Federal
atatuto entitles the Marshal to 10 cents a mile
for each prisoner, deputy marshal, and guard
making the journey, and the amount adjudged
to Mr. Jacobus was over $5,000. This seems
pretty liberal remuneration for taking six meek
Celestials across the continent.

We find a queer head note in the caso of Stu-ben-

vs. tho Atlantic Avenue Railroad Com-
pany in tho latost pamphlet number of tho
Combined Official Series of New York Stato
Reports. "A motorman of an electric cor," says
tho reporter, "who sees little girls near the track
start to run across It when thty have no rued
to do so, but whon thoy have tlrao to get across
if they do not fall. Is not negligent In falling to
make any attornpt to stop tho car until ono of
them falls." It Is Impossible to sea how tho
question whether the little girls hav need to
cross the street or not can affect tho conduit of
the motorman, and there Is nothing In Judge
Gray's opinion In the case which Implies sruch
an ldoa on his part, U does say that nothing
required the little girl who was hurt to run over
tho crossing in front of tho car at the time she
attempted to do bo, and that sbe could bavo
reached tbe otbor side of the track if sbe hod
not fallen, but this was merely a statement ot
the facts, and could not hava been Intended to
mean that the notilgenoo or caro of the motor-ma- n

was to be judged with reference tolthe
ot necessity lot tbe child's action. His

oonduct was to be passed upon in view of ber
apparent ability to cross in safety, no matter
what motive impelled her movements.

Mr. Justice MoAdom of tbe Supreme Court,
speaking at a publlo dinner on Monday, took
occasion to crltlclsn tho prevailing methods of
appolning referojj by his Judicial brethren,
referring sarcastically to some of their selec-
tions as "legapights" andldeclarlDg that "men
appointed as referoes by tne Supreme Court
should bo really representatives of the bar and
inon ot recognized emlnonoe." So far as his
remarks wero.tntonded as a rebuko to political
or personal favoritism in tbo appointment of
referees they were most commendable, but is

, It not going too far to Insist that references shall
bo given only to lawyers of distinction! There
is a large class ot minor references, such aa
computations In foreclosure, which prominent
practitioners would not take, and in whlnh tho
work con be done just as well by young men
fresh at the bar, who .have character and ca-
pacity, and to whom tbo small fee la exceed-
ingly welcome. Tben.there are many other law-
yers, of more age and experience, who aro well
known to their fellows to bo capable of per-
forming excellent services as referees, and yet
whom no ono would ever dream of character-
izing as men of recognized eminence. Tbe rule
of tltnojs without favoritism will secure com-
petent roforoes, without laststing also upon
professional promlnenco In all cases.

A conflict of opinion has arisen between the
Appollate Divisions of the Supreme Court In tb
First and Second Departments in reference to
tho verification of the annual report ot a cor-
poration, Tho annual report of tho h J.

Company was verified only by the
President of tho corporation, who at that time
was exercislngths functions of thn Secretary
and Treasurer, tboso officers having previously
resigned. The Stook Corporation law requires
that such a report shall be verified "by the oath
of the President or and Treas-
urer or Secretary." In the case of Noble vs.
Euler (20 Appellate Division Reports, page
048) the Appollate Division in Brooklyn af-

firmed a decision by Almet F. Jenks, Esq., a
reforee, holding that under the lrcumstanoe
tho verification by the President alono waa a
substantial and sufficient compliance with the
statute, because when the report waa made,
"tbe person who verified it was to all Intents
and purposes the President, Secretury, and
Treasurer ot the V, J, Kaldenberg Company,"
A contrary view has been taken here by Mr.
Justice Patterson, .Presiding Justice Van
Brunt, and Judge Morgan J, O'Brien, In tho
recently decided case ot the Manhattan Com-
pany vs. Koldcnhorg, whero thoy hold that the
law contemplates and demands a verification
by two oDlcers, and that a verification by ono
will not sullies under iny circumstances. Jus-
tices Insrraham and McLaughlin dissent, and
agreo with the Court in tbo Seoond Depai (ment.
The difference will now have to be settled by
th Court of Appeal.;
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WAinmoTON, Mtf . Th preliminary re-
port on th lncotno account ot th rallwAy of
th United States for tho year ended June 30.

which have been superseded, for ordinary wear, by
knitted fabrics. Tba aesult of tbe demand for flan-

nels, mora particularly 4 dark blue blouses and
blouse linings, will lndnco a number ot our mills to
chanze their machinery over to tbls class of fabrics.
Tbey will all have to ba made, and tbls will take
time, as the market Is practically bare ot tbam. it
will bare the advantage, however, of removing much
of the pressure In other dlraotloas, which Is a matter
greatly to b deslrad.

Tba Oorernment stands In great need for cotton
material for tenting purposes, and the strictures are
rery rigid for a nrst-clas- s fabrlo. tbe standard of tba
Oorernment being that tho goods shall stand a fire
hoso being played upon tbem for ot an
hour before tho water sho a through.

garded to be an essential feature In tenting supplies
for use in Cuba during tb rainy season. Cotton
ducks and drills will be In great demand, and adver-
tisements era already In tha papers for proposals for
such goods for Oorernment use.

Tha new tan color, fast-dye- goods are especially

Ulne kersey cloth for orereoats and trousers, for tha
soldiers and marines, III ba wanted, and rush ordars
narc already been placed with some mills tor tbam.
Tbese demands on tb part of tbe Oovernment may
have such an Innnenoo upon manufacturers that our
textile mills may flud themselres well supplied with
orders before tbey know It.
